Dispute—Conference of Tory 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 10.—Within the last 
fortnight an appalling number of suicides 
have occurred in St. Petersburg and other 
Russian cities, the victims of self-destruction 
baving been mainly of the better class. To- 
day another studentin the Russian School of 
Mines sbot himself dead, and the motive 
for the deed is regarded as very wys- 
terious by his associates. The St. Peters- 
burg police, however, connect all these sul- 
cides with the recent arrest in Paris of the 
Nihilists, and ascribe them to the revelations 
contained lu the correspondence captured in 
the lodging- house of the conepirators. The 
Russian police authorities are now more than 
ever convinced that the Paris Nihilists were 
nected with a conspiracy in &t. Petersburg of 
wide ramifications and influential mem ver- 
ship against the life of the Ozar, and the at- 
tempt ofthe Minister of the Interlor to ob- 
tain through the French Ambassador the 
names ot those in correspondence with the 
Paris plotters will, if successful, unquestiona- 
bly keep up the average of suicides for weeks 
to come, unless it is reduced by the flight of 
the incriminated persons. 


Missionary Work in South Australia. 


Lonpow, June 10,—Advices by mall from 
South Australia contain indignant protests 
against the high-handed conduct of German 
missionaries in the Northern parte of Aus- 
tralia in their alleged efforts to inculcate 
Christianity, These complaints deciare that 
the natives are subjected to outrageous treat- 
ment, some of them being chained to posts 
and whipped into a state of insensibility, 
while others are maltreated in other ways, 
necessitating resortto medical treatment to 
heal their hurts. These acts of brutality, it is 
asserted, are committed by the orders of the 
missionaries with the object of impressing the 
natives with the power of the Christians. 


The Czechs and Germans. 


VIEWNA, June 10.—S8trong efforts are being 
made to reconcile the differences between the 
old Czechs and Germans in the Bohemian 
Diet. Emperor Francis Joseph to-day gave 
an audience to the leaders of the two parties 
and in his conversation with them His Majesty 
declared that the arrangements looking to a 
settlement of the difficuities adopted by the 
recent German Czech conference in Vienna 
would certainly be effected. This utterance 
was a departure from the Emperor’s custom- 
ary reserve and is expected to have a decisive 
influence in settling the long standing troubles 
between the two political parties. 


American Cattle in Mexico, 


MAGDALENA, Sonora, Mexico, June 10.—The 
proposed duty of $10 per head on Mexican 
cattic is leading to serlous complications. 
The Mexican authorities refuse to allow 
American stockmen to recover cattle which 
stray into Mexico, and have ordered all 
American cattle hereafter found across the 
line to be taken up and sold. There are many 
thousands of American strays, from the Gulf 
of California te the Rio Grande, which will be 
confiscated unless the order is canceled. 
American cattlemen bere are much alarmed. 


Death ef Ex-President Chammorro. 


GALVESTON, Tex., June 10.—Advices re- 
ceived from San Juan-del-Sur up to the 10th 
inst. state that Gen. Pedro Joaquin Cham- 
morro, the leader of the Conservative party, 
and ex-President of Nicaragua, died on June 7, 
at Granada. The following day bis funeral took 
place. He was buried with military honors. 
Among those who attended the last sad rites 
were the President of the Republic and his 
cabinet. The Governor of Greytown, Col. 
Yreneo Del Gadilio, has been summoned to 
Magus to accept the office of Min ister of the 


Treasury. 
Vige- Growing in Catalonia. 


MADRID, June 10.—The farmers of Cataloni& 
have had poor success in an attempt to intro- 
duce American vines. They had converted 
some years ago much of their corn-growing 
land into vineyards to meet the demand for 
Spanish wine. Their native vines were ruined 
by the phylioxera. Then they planted the 
new varieties, mostly of American origin. 
These promised well, but were spolled by 
mildew and black rot, except in a few places 
where the crop was saved by repeated gpray- 
ing with a solution of sulphate of copper and 
lime. 

Austro- Hungarian Military Credits. 


Pesta, June 10.—The Imperial Minister of 
War addressed the Austro-Hungarian delega- 
tions to-day on the subject of the credits 
asked by the Government for military pur- 
poses. He said he regretted to be compelled 
to declare that the military credits submitted 
to the delegations couldn’t be reduced. The 
budget before the delegations only repre- 
sented the foundation upon which building 
must be continued during the next few years.

BURIED ALIVE, 


The Herrible Story Revealed by the Open- 
ing of a Coffin at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., June 10.—An afternoon paper 
prints the following: ‘‘Last Saturday the 
funeralof John Buske, who died suddenly, 
was boli at his residence, and after services 
the body was carried to the cemetery. 


While the body was lying in thé casket the 
friends had remarked at the lifelike appear- 
ance of the face, but the doctor had pro- 
nounced the man dead and the sorrowing 
relatives did not feel like going contrary to 
his opinions. When the cortege reached the 
cemetery some one suggested the coffin 
should opened. The lid was screwed 
down, but notwithstanding that a tapping 
from the side of the coffin indicated that 
there was life there. As the body was being 
lowered into the grave the tapping was more 
pronounced, but the people had assembled 
for a funeral and it had to take place. The 
coffin dropped into the grave, the earth fell 
on the casket and inasbort time the little 
mound covered the secret fora time only, 
for yesterday the coffin was remeved and 
examined and the body showed that the 
victim had been murdered through the care- 
lessness of the attendants. Buske’s body 
was twisted; his features distorted, his 
tongue bigten nearly in two and his finger 
nails imbedded in the flesh. There was every 
indication that @ horrible struggle had taken 
place.

Clerks fer the Land Office. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury sent to the Senate to-day an 
estimate of the Secretary of the Interior of an 
additional appropriation of $80,620 needed by 


the department for the employment of a force 
of clerks forthe Land Office and the rental of 
additional quarters for them. The number of 
additional clerks needed is fifty. In a letter 
to Representative Payson, a copy of which is 
inclosed with the Secretary’s communication, 
the Commissioner of the Genera! Land Office 
calls attention to the fact that within the 
last six months over sixty thousand more 
final entries have been approved than bave 
been received. There are still 240,000 final 
entries in bis office awaiting action. ‘fo dis- 
pose of these would require the most diligent 
work on the part of the whole office force for 
many months, providing no further entries 
were received. But itis belleved the number 
of entries received will be increased by the 
estabiisiiment of several new offices, and the 
arrearages will presen? remain for an in- 
definite period unless relief is afforded, thus 
jeopardizing and imperiling the Interests of 
settiers and causing them much hardship, ex- 
pense and inconvenience.

The police work in the whole affair was done 
outsider known in crooked 
circies as a ‘‘stool pigeon.’’ About a week 
ago Sergt. Frank Shoemaker of the Central 
District was approached by a printer known 
as Fred, who gave him the first intimétion 


successfully defied. On this information 
after reporting atthe Four Coarts the officer 
commenced his work. After «iving Fred his 
instructions Sergt. Shoemaker went to the

NEW ONE-DOLLAR BILLS, 
which had never been stamped or pressed, He

The man, Fred, it seems had been intro- 
@uced to Baxter and Rafferty by a mutual 
friend named Charlie Salfall. Fred suspected 
something wrong between Baxter and Raffer- 

„ but could get no definite infor- 
mation. Ue knew they were pase- 
ing counterfeit dimes and quarters 
and was enabied to purchase quantities 
ofthe spurious coin from both of the men. 
By means of the bills, however, he located 
their factory. He represented that the 

lils were counterfeits and was anxious of 

nding some secluded place where he could 
earry on the work attending their manufac- 
tare. Baxter was taken with the appearance 
ofthe bille. He readily feli into the trap and 
on last Friday evening took Fred to a small 
room on the fourth floor of the bullding at 212 
Olive street. He afterwards visited the room 
several times and obtained euflicient evidence 
to convict an army of counterfeiters bad they 
been at work in the place. The plans for the 
capture of the men were not periected, how- 
ever, until last night. 

By agreement Sergt. Shoemaker and the 
man Fred met in a seciuded haliway 
near the Chamber of Commerce‘ afew min- 
utes before 2 o’clock this morning. Fred had 
been in the room

all evening and breathlessiy anounced that 
the men were just about to go to work on the 
metal.

from the ceiling and 
from it beamed a soft meliow light, bright 
enough to enable the men to do thelr work 
with acc@racy and dispatch and yet not suffi- 
clently brilliant to attract attention from the 
outeide. A long wooden table reached almost 
the entire length of the 10x12 room. On this 

a number of counterfelt dimes, 
fresh from the mercury bath and ready 
forthe finishing touches of the brightener, 
and further search revealed allot the para- 
phernalia necessary to the carrying on of the 
work as Well as a vast quantity of coins in dif- 
ferent stages of completion. 

AN INVENTORY OF THIS MATERIAL 
disclosed a quantity of white metal, two pack- 
ages of crude plaster of paris, one mold with 
a twenty-five cent piece impression, seven 
molds with ten-cent piece impressions, 
a ladie, four glass vessels containing different 
acids, anearthen vessei of acid, a large bowl, 
rn of zinc, a small clock, an electric 
battery, a box of electrical supplies, a quan- 
tity of copper wire, a razor, several cups and 
glasses, an earthen crucible, a paper of pot- 
ash, two files, an awl, three small brusbes, 
u par of scissors, three knives, three 
pairs of nippers, four finger-stalis 
wooden buckets full of water, a 
of mercury, a bottle of nitric acid, a bottle of 
sulphuric acid, a bottle of hydro-chloric acid, 
a bottle of ammoniaanda box of some white 
power.

The New Viaduct Over Broadway to Be 

' Opened and a Great Demonstration to 
Be Held—Secking a Lest Sister—Mr.

Should present indications prove reliable 
there will probably be a grand demonstration 
in East 8t. Louis next Independence Day in 
honor of the completion of a great improve- 
ment as well as ot the heroism of our fore- 
fathers.

Louis Chy Council’s first great under- 
taking, the erection of the viaduct 
across Oshokia Creek and the regrading and 
paving of Broadway will be completed by the 
Fourth of July.

NO AFTERNOON SESSION WANTED, 


Members of the Merchants’ Exchange Op- 
pose Changing Present Arrangements, 


This morning at the close of the call on the 
Merchants’ Exchange President John W. 
Kauffman mounted the rostrum and an- 


nounced that the Board of Directors felt 
themselves compelled to decline to comply 
with the request ofthe curb traders, asking 
that they be allowed the use of the floor be- 


tween the hours of 2 and in 
the afternoon. President Kaufiman ex- 
plained that this action was compul- 


sory on the part of the Board of Directors, as 
the rules prohibited trading in privileges on 
the floor, and that this style of business was 
common on the curb. To allow this to be 
done on the floor would be in 1 
measure to fegalizd trading in options, which 
could not be done under the Constitution and 
By-Laws of the Merchants’ Exchange. 
The speaker went on to say thas if 
it was desired to hold an afternoon 
board from 2 tos o’clock, and a petition to 
this effect should be presented to the Board 
of Directors, a vote would be ordered. 


The subject of an afternoon call 
was extensively discussed on the 
floor and a strong opposition 


to it manifested. It was argued that to re- 
establish the afternoon call would place St. 


Louis ina solitary pogition as regards the 
Boards of Trade in“ other large cities, 
none of which now have after- 
noon  »boards. Since the inauguration 


of the present system the 
has been expressed withthe change. It has 
brought St. Louis into line with other 
markets, has enabled her grain receiy- 
ers and commission men generally 
to keep their correspondents better posted on 
the conkition of the market, and bas been 
advantageous in a variety of ways. Some be 
lieve that the present position of St. Louis in 
regard to other markets is largely 
due to the fact that thereis no afternoon 
board. Many will be greatiy inconvenienced 
should a regular board be established during 
the afternoon, as such 4 change 
would require thelr presence on 
the floor at an inconvenfent hour. Few of 
the curb traders are in favor of the propos. 
tion, as it does not meet their requirements. 
The petition for the use of the floor 
between the hours of 2 and 3 in 
the afternoon was not presented because the 
signers wished more extended opportunities 


* satisfaction 


for regular trading, but because they 
wished a convenient place in which 
to carry on irregular trading. 


Had the disturbance made by the onrb traders 
in the south arcade not called forth com- 
laints from other tenants of the Chamber 
of Commerce, there would have been no 
petition for the use of the floor. Were there 
ne trading in privileges, which are held to 
be illegal by all the exchanges in the coun- 


try. there would be little necessity for 
holding a curb, as nearly all 
business could sbe done on the 


regular board. The opening of the Exchange 
under the regularrules would not benefit the 


curb traders, as their business could 
not be transacted on the floor, 
but would necessitate a curb being 


beld at the close of the regular afternoon ses- 


sion. Some members of the Exchange express 
their intention of signing * pe- 
tition tor an afternoon session, 


but it is predicted on all sides that such a 
proposition would be overwhelmingly de- 
feated, as it implies astep backward and not 
an improvementin the methods of conduct- 
ing Dusinuess.

A LARGE MILITARY POST SHOULD BE 
TABLISHED AT JEFFERSON BARRACKS. 


and Why It Should Be Behabilitated— 
‘What Has Been Done for Other Cities— 
Necessity for Action by Citizens of 88. 
Louls. ; “ 


N all probability, . 
the matter is properly 
presented and actively 
pressed in Congress, de- 
fore the close of the year 
the establishment of a 
large military post near 
this city can be secured. 
The resolutions adopted 
at yesterday’s meeting 
by the Board of Directors 
of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change recommending 
the improvement of Jef- 
ferson Barracks Is a step in the right direc- 


tion, and if the _ citizens generally will 
take the matter in band and push 
it with their accustomed energy, 


there is little doubt that a very great enlarge- 
ment of the post can be secured,and Jefferson 
Barracks can be transformed from a mere re- 
cruiting station to one of the most important 
military stations in the country. 

; PAST AND PRESENT. 

„There are many reasons why St. Louis 
should have an important post in its immedi- 
ate vicinity,’’ said an army officer now sta- 
tioned in this city, ‘‘and I believe that this 
can be accomplished. In the days before the 
war st. Louis was the great distributing point 
for the entire country south of the Mis- 
souri. As the railroads were pushed out 
the military posts went ahead, and this city 


sank in relative importance until it became 
a mere cavalry recruiting station. Under 
the circumstances this was inevitable. Our 
small army had an immence territory to cover 
and had to meet the hostile Indians at a hun- 
dred different points. The result was the os- 
tablishment of a great number of small ports, 
garrisoned by from one to four companies, 
oocupying positions of strategical importance 
and maintained at great expense. The army 
had to be subdivided; there were no large in- 
fantry or cavalry posts anywhere, and 
allthe large interior cities were practicully 
without government posts. The situation 
to-day is entirely different. The Indian wars 
are a thing of the past, ana there Is no chance 
of any trouble rising such as the army used 
to be called upon to meet. With the disap- 
pearance of the Indian problem the necessity 
for keeping up the small poste has disap- 
neared, and they are rapidly being disestab- 
lished. Army men realize how important it 
is to break up the small posts as fast as they 
become useless. The expense of their main- 
tenance is enormous. There are many two- 
company posts that cost more to supply than 
a regiment at any of the large cities, and their 
existence was very detrimental to discipline. 
THERE ARE REGIMENTS 
that have never been brought together in a 
quarter ofacentury. There has been no op- 
portunity for teaching the men how to act in 
large bodies, and the labor that does not be- 
long to a soldier’s duty, but which has had to 
be performed by men in the rasks, has pre- 
vented a great part of the army from attaining 
the state of efficiency thatis to be desired. 
In personne! and the detalls of service in 
s mali bodies our army is second to none, but 
in drill we are sadly deficient, as is proved by 
the fact that the crack militia companies can 


make a far better showing on parade 
than the regular troops. The 
authorities at Washington recognize the 


necessity for concentration, and are ro- 
ceeding with it rapidly. Near St. Paul, which 
is the headquarters of the Department of 
Dakota, there is a battery of artillery and a 
full regiment ofinfantry. Fort Riley, Kan., 
from a mere outpost, has become the station 
ofa regiment of cavalry. There are thirteen 
companies at Fort Leavenworth, instead of 
four or five. Near Chicago, which is the 
headquarters of the Division of the Missouri, 
they are building a great post, which will ac- 
commodate at least two regiments, and at 
Atlauta, Ga., there will be a large post. The 
small posts are being abandoned as their use- 
fulness ceases,and the troops are being drawn 
Into the large cities, where they are more 
likely to be needed than on the plains. 
THE NECESSITY FOR THE PRESENCE 

of regulars was seen here during the great 
railroad strike of 1877, when the city was 
practically in the hands of the mob, and when 
the mere appearance of the troops put a stop 
atonceto all iawlessness. Then, however 
we had to come from Kansas, and our arrival 
could have been prevented by a very little 
enterprise, in destroying the roadbed, by the 
strikers. The demand for a large body of 
troops that will not be in sympathy with any 
mob inthe vicinity of the large cities must 
be recognized. Both New York and Brooklyn 
areso protected. There isa large force near 
San Francisco and Chicago wili soon be better 
provided than any other city. Near depart- 
ment headquarters at San Antonio, Tex., 
there is a large force and at 8t. Paul there is 
more than aregiment. St. Louis is the head- 
quarters of the most important Y of 
the army; the Government has a large reser- 
vation, but there are practically no troops at 
all. This position of affairs is anomaious and 
wrong. ‘ithin the next two years 
agreat many posts will be broken up, and it 
will be necessary to provide a station for the 
troops somewhere. St. Louls. is by all odds 
the best point. 
IT IS THE LARGEST CITY 
ofthe Southwest and is the center of a great 
railroad system by which access can be read- 
ily had to any point at which there may be a 
sporadic Indian outbreak. Troops can be ted 
and maintained at avery smal! cost, and the 
ground foralarge postis already owned by 
the Government. There should be at 
least one regiment here, and prob- 
ably more. It St. Louls does not 
secure it, some other — will, as the troops 
must be provided for before long. The citi- 
zens should understand thet this depends 
upoo Congress, and notuponthearmy. The 
Commanding Generals advise as to the best 
points for posts, but very often this does not 
govern, and all the officers feel some delicacy 
about giving advice beforeitis asked. The 
matter of a large post at Louis should be 
brought up by the citizens of St. Louis and 
their Congressmen. When this is done the 
army officers will give their views on the sub- 
ject. What they are can be judged by the fact 
that St. Louls was chosen as department 
moadagerters against very considerable oppo- 

on.

GIBRALTAR, BAY, May 
24, 1890. —To-daybeing 
the 7ist birthday anni- 
versary of Queen Vic- 
toria the squadron 
dressed ship with the 
British flag at the main 
and meridian and the 
Atlanta fired the customary salute. The day 
was observed asa general holiday on shore, 
all business being suspended and almost 
every store closed. At noon the Spanish Cap- 
tain-General, Don Jose Ganier, commandant 


of the Camp of Gibraltar, and staff, ar- 
rived from Algesierias and on landing 
at the ‘‘Ragged Staff“ a salute 


efseventeen guns wasfired. The guards of 
all our ships were paraded and presented 
arms as the Spanish Governor passed. After 
lunching with the British Governor the 
Spanish officers proceeded to the ‘‘North 
Front, facing the Spanish lines where 3,000 
British troops and a naval contingent were 
present. The troops were in line, formed in 
two brigades, the first consisting of artillery 
engineers and rifies; the second of three regi- 
ments of infantry—one 
THE FAMOUS BLACK WATCH. 

The naval brigade was on the right of the 
line with several field pieces, and on the ex- 
treme right two guns of a field battery of 
artillery. When the two Governors passed 
through the barriers a salute of seven- 
teen guns was fired by the 
guns on parade, andon their arrival on the 
parade grounds they received a salute from 
the Rock Casements. After an inspection 
a royal salute was fired, followed by a feu de 
joie, commencing with seven guna, from the 
field pleces before each round of the infan- 
try. Between each round three lusty cheers 
were given for Queen Victoria. The troops 
were then formed in line of quarter columas 
and marched past in reviewing order before 
the two Governors.

A PLUTOCRATIC STRAW- 

Would the rich friends of Mrs. Han- 
nisonw have made her the present of a 
costly cottage-at Cape May had her hus- 
band been a*private citizen instead of 
the President of the United States? 

It is by this test that the motive which 
prompted the gift must be judged. There 
is nothing more beautiful or valuable iu 
this world than sincere friendship, and 
the expression of it by word, action, serv-~- 
ice or gift touches all hearts. But 80 
rarely fine are the sentiment and the 
genuine expression of it that mankind 
looks upon all claims to them with sus- 
picion, and judges of their purity by the 
circumstances surrounding them. 

The circumstances of this gift are un- 
fortunate. Mrs. Harrison ls the wife of 
the President of the United States, whose 
sworn. duty is to guard the interests of 
each and all citizens alike. A gift to her 
isa gift to him. No matter how pure the 
motives of the friends who gave it, the act 
invites base construction, and must in- 
evitably affect the attitude of the Presi- 
dent toward the givers. He is under 
obligation to them and must feel this 
obligation keenly when he enjoys 
the comforts of his beautiful summer 
home. The men who gave it have a 
claim upon his good offices and gratitude 
superior to that of others who have given 
and can give him nothing. They have 
bestowed upon his wife more wealth than 
four-fifths of the people of this country 
can hope to gain, and whatever the mo- 
tive the gift takes the taint of bribery. 
What chance have the masses of the peo- 
ple to secure impartial justice when rich 
men can thus purchase the favor of high 
officials. 

The incident illustrates the dangerous 
tendency of plutocracy to sap independ- 
ence and corrupt sterling honesty and 
manhood. It aims to bring distinction 
and honor to the low level of a lust for 
money and to destroy that nobility of 
character which rejects rich gifts that 
may be construed as bribes, which de- 
spises money for its own sake and which 
accepts honorable poverty with fortitude. 
Mrs. HARRISON has demeaned her hus- 
band, the high office he holds and the 
American people who have honored him 
and placed him above dependence, by 
accepting this costly present.

A SPOILSMAN’S BOOMERANG. 

In his speech before the Norfolk Club of 
Boston on the subject of civil service re- 
form First Assistant Postmaster-General 
CLARKSON remarked: ‘‘When it is pro- 
“posed to me that all appointive Federal 
“offices shall be held by men who are 
‘*willing to forswear party and to accept 
„the salary of such offices as a bribe for 
“having no political opinions, I say it is a 
‘heresy and one of great danger to the 
**Republic,’’ 

Mr. CLARKSON is right. There can be 
no greater menace to the Republic than a 
tendency to smother individual political 
opinion and honest manly citizen- 
ship under a lust of office. 
Akin to it and arising from the 
same cause is the tendency to substitute 
for honest opinion slavish party fealty 
and to stimulate healthy political into 
vicious partisan activity. In either case 
the citizen is merged into the spoilsman. 

The inevitable effect of the spoils sys- 
tem is to bribe a Democrat or Republican 
to forswear his political opinions in order 
to retain his office when the opposite party 
comes into power, as it is to bribe the party 
worker to win an election by any means 
in order to secure an office. On the other 
hand the merit system proposed by civil 
service reformers guarantees to every 
appointive official his office as long as 
he proves himself fitand capable. He is 
independent of party changes, is free 
from the discipline of parties or politi- 
clans and can exercise his right of hold- 
ing whatever opinion he chooses without 
fear of removal because of it. Neither 
he nor any other citizen is subjected to 
the temptation of official bribery. 

Aiming a blow at civil service reform 
Mr. CLARKSON has struck the spoils sys- 
tem, of which he is the chief apostle, 
square in the face.

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A COLONY OF FORTY-NINE NEGROES ORGAN- 
IZED IN ST, LOUIS. 


Rev. G. Washington Brown, the Leader, 
Opens Correspondence With the King of 
Belgium—A Letter From His Majesty— 
How the Colony Was Started—Senateor 
Butler’s Bill Arouses the Hopes of the 
Colored People. 


Rev. George Washington Brown is. a 
preacher of the African Baptist Church who 18 
employed as a laborer Im an iron foundry and 
lives in a little one-story frame house at 2315 
Papin street. The square on which he lives is 
the center of a negro settlement just east of 6 
public school, and itis to the credit of the 
Rev. G. W. Brown that the neighborhood is 
one of the quietest, cleanest and best of all 
those in the olty which are occupied by people 
of this class. The street and yards are 
clean, the houses old but not dirty 
and there is more dustle and life there 
than in other quarters, because 
the preacher has that whole community 
stirred up over ascheme which holds out to 
them as giorious a prospect as that the chil- 
dren of Israel looked forward to before they 
entered the promised land. He has organ- 
ized a colony and proposes to set out for 
Afrioa as soon as sufficient funds oan be ob- 
tained. 

The front room in the house of the preacher 
is fitted up as a meeting-room. Just before 
the mantel ig a white pine box with a cover - 
ing of lace, and on it rests a Bible. Chairs 
and sofas are placed about the room, and 
there, in the light of an oll lamp, the congre- 
gation assembles for services on Sundays and 


on Thursday evenings the colony has its 
meetings. 

Rev. G. W. Brown is an African by birth. 
He was born in Cairo, Egypt, but in his boy- 
hood lived in the Congo Valley. When he 
was l4 years old be was brought to this coun- 
try and sold into slavery. Heremained a 
slave until the close of the war and the eman- 
cipation of the negroes and since then he has 
been working as a laborer and W 
to the little congregations whic 
gathered together in the communi- 
ties where he bas lived. He has 
often longed to leave this country and return 
to the home of his boyhood. His recollections 
of the days spent in the valley of which Stan- 
ley has written eo much contrasts unfavor- 
ably with the daily routine of bis lite here, 
the hours ot toll in the hot and grimy sheds 
ofthe foundry, and he is anxious to return 
and to take with him as 1 of his people as 
he can induceto go, for he is sure life there

compared with existence here. When Sena- 
tor Butler of South Carolina introduced his 
bill to provide for the deportation of the 
negroes Rev. Brown at onee saw the 
oportunity for which he had been longing 
and immediately began gathering together s 
colony to take advantage of the offer if the 
bill should pass. He called a meeting in 
his front room andthe room was crowded 
that very night with negroes, who were 
greedy to hear this new promise the preacher 
could hold out to them, of better days and a 
happier life, not in the world to come, but 
inthis world and soon. He talked to them of 
his boyhood, ofthe scenes he had witnessed 
there in that old country before he was 
brought over here to w: rk incessantly for 
some one else. Hs told what a fertile 
soil they would find there; of the splen- 
did trees that grew in Africa and 
the wild fruit that was sufficient alone to feed 
them if it was necessary for them to rely on 
it. He pictured the life of those whom he left 
behind, a life of easy luxury, as delightful as 
the rich enjoyed here, and then he told them 
of the irrepressibie conflict here; how the 
white man wae still the master and the negro 
the bottom man in the struggle; bow impossi- 
ble it was for the negroto rise in the scale, 
fight as he might. 

His discourse aroused in the breasts of those 
people a hope they had never known before. 
It was a pr spect too enchanting for them to 
realize. but they would attempt it, and if it 
could be accomplished they would be rid of 
care and trouble for the rest of theirlives. A 
few more meetings andthe colony. began to 
take adefinite shape.

The structure will be on the 
north side of Fifteenth street, near Ninth 
avenue, and it will cost not less than $1,000,- 
000. The project of forming such a trust was 
set On foot over six months ago, but at first 
many of the prominent manofacturers re- 
fused to gointoit. There are reports in cir- 
culation to the effect that some of the prin- 
cipal houses regarded the movement as a 
speculative one, engineered by the Diamond 
Match Oo, Color was given to these reports 
by the fact that George R. Johnson, Presiden 
of the company, was one of the leading advo- 
cates of the scheme. Mr. Johnson 
is now Treasurer of the trust, 
the New York branch of which is 
known as the New York Biscuit Co. Until 
three weeks ago the F. A. Kennedy Co., 
whfeh has extensive factories in Cambridge- 
port, Mass., and Chicago, declined to go into

2 prove the extent of the change, but the 
question is not a new one. It has been die- 
cussed In this country and in Europe in past 
years without any definite conclusions being 
reached. 
NOTABLE CHANGES. 

„The most notabie change that has . 
in this vicinity has been the warm winter 
months of 1888, 1889 and 1890. According to 
the figures of the Signal Office In this city the 
highest mean temperature in the past nine- 
teen years was 53.5 deg. in 1889, and the lowest 
48.6 deg. in 1875, confining the annual range of 
mean temperature to 4.9 deg. and making the 
annual mean temperature 50.3 deg. The reo- 
ords show that since 1876 there bas been an 
increase of heat in this city, except in the 
years 1885, 1686 and 1888. These years show a 
slight decrease. In not a-single year up to 
1882 did we receive our full amount of heat. 
In most years the winters were long and se 
vere. In 1882 the mean temperature equalled 


the normal. Since then, except in the three 
ears mentioned, there has been asurplue of 
eat, and in *he past two years the surplus 
has boen mo t marked. 

The year 1875 was the coldest on record and 
showea a deficiency of 1,029 deg., while the 
year 1689 was the warmest on record and hed 
an excess of 15 deg. The most noticeable 
change and increase of heat began with the 
month of November, 1888. The greatest ex- 
cesses took place inthe winter months, The 
month of August shows a deficiency, and, 
strange to say, the'mean temperature in that 
month during the past eight Nee has been 
below the normal. The months of July ana 
September show a loss of heat during the past 
two years, but not as great a loss as the 
month of August. Since January 1, 1890, we 

And the same excess, only toa greater extent 
than in 1t89. 
CLIMATIC CHANGES. 

**The great increase in heat indicates beyond 
@ doubt that a change has taken place in our 
climate and assures os of two things: First, 
that the greatest excess of heat occurs in our 
coldest months, modifying them to such an 
extent as to make them compare favorably 
with our southern wintors, and, second, that 
the months of July, August and September 
have a tendency to be cooler than the mean. 
It ia believed that the summer months will 
greatly reduce the surplus heat already re- 
corded. Ifnot the coming winter must be 
decidedly colder than usual to bring the 
menn temperature for the year within the 
range of the past nineteen years. Otherwise 
the theory that our ellimsmte is changing will 
be strengthened. 

Nov the question arises what bas been the 
cause ofthe change. Within the past year or 
do most storins have traveled across the coun- 
try north of the city and have followed each 
other in such rapid succession that it was only 
on rare occasions that an area of high pressure 
with a cold wave could slip down from the 
Northwest and overspread this part of the 
country.During the months of Decemberg <9, 
and January and February 1890, only one 
storm center passed south of this city, which 
ise one fact in accounting for a scarcity of cold 
weather. These months embrace twenty- 
eight well defined storm centers which passed | 
north of this city, cach in turn 
causing a steady flow of warm air 
from the South over the central vaileys and 
thissection. In former years, while a major- 
ity of the storms passed north of this city, the 
interval of time between their passage was 
longer and they were generally followed by 
an area ef high pressure which extended over 
a greater partof the country and their severity 
was partly spent before reaching the Atlantic 
coast. The number of storms that passed off 
the coast south of New York averaged about 
one-third the number that passed north of 
the city. Each of the former drew a cold 
wave over the city. 

HOME OF THE STORM KING, 

in my research I found that many of the 
other storms originated inthe great interior 
Plateau of the Rocky Mountains. These 
storms invariably paseed over the irrigated 
lands of either Colorado or Wyoming and 
some times Nebraska and Kansas. Storms 
from the Northwestand Southwest, with few 
exceptions, took the same course across some 
of the States mentioned where irrigation ex- 
isted. Some 1 — to be drawn bundreds 
of miles out oftheir natural course into the 
irrigated section. During 1888 .sixty-two 
storms passed directly over orintothe irri- 
Fer ae while in 1889 the num- 

wa sixty-seven. All storms, like 
aes currents, foliow fi path 
of the least atmospherio resistance. 
An Increase of moisture offers extraattraction. 
The immense area of country a the 
irrigated lande offers resistance a storm 
movement on account of ite dryness. In my 
opinion the further change in our climate de- 
pends entirely upon irrigation. If the lands 
in the Northwest are first reclaimed the effect 
would be to have a continuance of storm 
— over the bigher latitude. On the other 
and, should lands in the Southwest be first 
en oe Re the storme would take their former 
course and a greater number would pass off 
the coast south of New York, thus drawing 
down upon the city cold waves, as in previous 
ears.

Northern Pacific Control ef the Seattle, 
Lake Shore & Eastern. 


New Tonk. June 10.—The Times says: ‘‘A 
conference of railroad meu held in this city a 
few days ago resulted in an agreement by 
which the Northern Pacific Railtoad Co.

The Bogus Son ot Gen. Siegel Causing a 
Heap of Trouble, Though Behind the 
Bars in Jefferson City—Father and 
Mother Suing fer Their Child—A 
Father’s Bequest—Diverce Matters—Le- 
gal Notes. 


An interesting suit le on trial this afternoon 
in Judge Dillon’s court, in which William 
Loeffel is suing Sheriff Pohlmann to recover 
the value of a watch. William Blinkman, it 
will be remembered, is the young man who, 
when arrested last October, created some 
thing of a sensation here by claiming to be the 
son of Gen. Siegel. He was rooming with a 
Mr. Wallemann at the time and in Novem- 
ber he took a certificate of 
deposit from his room-mate’s ‘pocket. 
It was a certificate on the German-American 
Bank. Blinkmas} signed or indorsed the paper 
and, going to Wm.Loeffel, the jeweler, bought 
a watch and offered the certificate in payment, 
which Loeffel accepted.A few days laterWalie- 
mann had Blinkman arrested for stealing the 
certificate. The watch was found on him and 
thie was turned over tothe Sheriff. He went 
to jail and when called to trial in January 
pleaded guilty to forgery,signing Wallemann’s 
name to the certificate. He was sentenced 
to the Penitentiary for three years. 


The day before leaving he gave his wateh to 
Otto L. Dierberger, the young man who was 
charged with the killing of Jobn J. Horn. He 
then went to Jefferson City. Mr. Loeffei tried 
to cash the certificate of deposit. but pay- 
ment had been stopped, and when he read of 
Blinkman’s arrest he went to the Four 
Court, identified the watch, and asked that it 
be given him at the proper time. Dierberger 
now has the watch, and Mr. Loeffel wants the 
Sheriff to make his loss good. The case was 
first broughtin a Justice ofthe Peace court, 

where he got judgment, and the Sheriff ap- 
pealed. It is argued that in selling the watch 
all title was tranaferred to Blinkman and he 
is the owner, regardless of subsequent events. 


Found His Wife and Child.

‘THE LOTTERY BILL. 


IT IS INTRODUCED IN THE LOUISIANA LEG- 
ISLATURE TO-DAY. 


Under the Rules It Went to the Special Com- 
mittee Appointed to Report Upon It— 
A Poll of the Forces Last Night Said to 
Show That the Lotterysites Only Need 
Four Mere Men in the House to Win, 


Ry Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 10.—Mr. Shattuck 
of Calcasieu introduced the lottery bill in the 
House to-day. It was read by its title and 
laid over under the rules until to-morrow 
when it will be read the second time and re- 
ferred tothe packed committee selected by 
the lottery toreport it favorably. It created 
no stiratali. The antis are still in unbroken 
line and will prevent its passage. Tue lottery 
managers were forced to bring the Dill in. 
They could not have held their forces to- 
gethor two days longer without dolog so. 


Is the Lottery Gaining? 


New ORLEANS, La., June 10.—In the House 
of Representatives at Baton Rouge yesterday 
the Louisiana Lottery bill was introduced and 
went over until to-day under the rules. A 
careful canvass of the House yesterday shows 
the following: fro-lottery, 62; anti-lottery, 
8; doubtful, 1. Thus it will be seen that the 
lottery needs only four of the two-third vote 
in the House, which it already has in the 
Senate. 


The Packed Committee. 


As seen by the above dispatches, the com- 
mittee to which the lottery bill was referred is 
made up oflottery men. Commenting on this 
fact the New Delta says: The motion made in 


the House on yesterday by Mr. Shattuck of 
Calcasleu to appoint a special committee to 
Which should be referred, when introduced, 
the lottery measure, is proof conclusive that 
the negro is again to be called upon ‘to direct 
the estinies of Louisiana, With an 
able, upright, conscientious and fearless 
gentleman occupying the Speaker’s 
chair in our General ye png the lot- 
tery, not distrusting, but fearing hia fairness, 
patriotism and ability, proceeds to dictate the 
names of the committee to pass in the first in- 
stance upon their infamous measure. The 
Judiciary Committee, composed ofthe ablest 
lawyers in the House, the Committee on the 
Constitution, representing the conservatism, 
intelligence and brains of the people, are not 
good enough to touch the idol of the leyery- 
ites, They say tothe Speaker and to” Jhese 
two committees: ‘‘Stand aside. Iam holier 
than thou.’’ 

And in dictating ia thelr resolution the 
names of thelr committee they include the 
name of T. T. Allain, the negro representative 
from the parish of Ibervilic. Having divided 
the white people of tho State on their infamous 
proposition (with a large majority against 
them) they now put this representative 
negro up to decide between them. 
The charge that we have  hereto- 
fore made is proven and the dicision 
of from whence shall come the money to edu- 
eate the white children of Louisiana is com- 
mitted to the negro Representative from the 
parish of Iberville.

Johnson came to 
Nashville three days before the stable left, and 
remained at the track the entire time watch- 
ing the California cracks in their work. He 
always held a watch in his hand, taking 
a note of how well each one performed. 
Just before Winters was ready to move 
Johnson approached the California million- 
aire turfman and asked him to put a price on 
the entire stable of fifteen head. Winters 
said he would not sell El Rio Rey at any üg - 
ure, and that Florence A., one of his fillies, 
had been sent to Belle Meade to be bred to 
Great Tom, but, barring these two, he would 
sell the rest for $55,000. Johnson asked three 
days’ option, that he might confer with some 
of bis associates at Louisville. Winters did 
not like the idea of a man going over the 
country with an option on bis horses, 
so he tola Johnson that he must decide 
at once, asthe horses might not be for sale 
within ten minutes after the conversation. 
Johnson then asked for time to telegraph. 
This was not granted, so he madean offer of 
$45,000, which was refused. It is claimed that 
Johnson has misseda good thing; for com- 
petent horsemen who have seen Rey Del Rey 
in his work claim he is worth every dollaar of 
the money, and that he is a much better colt 


than Russell, the winner of the American 
stakes.

magnificent Olympian and Gladiatorial ex- 
hibition, and the inhabitants of Rome are 
seen crowding from all parts, eagerly await- 
ing the signal for the fete to commence.

NEW Tonk. June 10. 
HERE was a Chinese 
mill in the rear of 11 
Mott street, shortly 
after daybreak yes- 
terday morning.

Tong Lang and Hong 
Lang, two merchants 
with proclivities for 
fan tan, the intoxicating influences of the 
pipe and other Chinese diversions, have for 
some time thirsted for each others’ gore, the 
special cnuse for which may be attributed to 
an unholy admiration fora pretty Irish girl. 

„Me habe him blud sabe, said Tong Lang 
to his friends. ‘‘Clutty him heart lout,’’ de- 
clared Hong Lang, his deadly rival, to his 
particular henchmen. 

Chinese etiquette would not permit of such 
a battle, however, and the friends of both 
came together and made an agreement that a 
battle, according to the most approved O-i- 
ental rules, should be fought. 

THE FIGHT. 

The principals readily agreed to the project 
—anything to get satisfaction out of each other 
and to appear crowned as a hero before the 
**Tlish gal’’—and at daybreak they met in the 
rear of 11 Mott street, the building now no- 
torlous as the once prison of Suen Yee, the 
fair Chinese damsel who was held in slavery 
by Lee Khi.

His 
was the most typ- 
ical case of hydro- 
phobia within the 
recollection of the 
medical staff of the 
hospital. Last 
winter a boy died 
there whose disease was pronounced to be 


_hy4rophobia, but it was in such an advanced 


stage when the patient was taken to the hos- 
pital that the boy was maniacal, and his 
symptoms and actions could not be distin- 
guished from those attending common mania. 
The case of poor Corriveau is of 
immense importance to medical scientists 
because its complete history is known, and 
Dr. Stewart Paton, the young physician to 
whose care Corriveau was given, has had in 
watching the development and progress of 
the acute stages of the disease from the first 
spasm until death, un experience so rare to 
medical men that it is accounted remarkable. 
THE FIRST SYMPTOMS. 

About 1 o’clock yesterday morning Dr. 
Boucher of Harrisville, R. I., went to Belle- 
yue Hospital, with Edmund Corriveau, a 
fellow-towneman, who bad asked iis advice 
about a pain in the lett wrist and a difficulty 
in swallowing, In talking to Dr. Boucher 
Oorriveau mentioned that about a month ago 
he had been bitten on the inside of the 
lett wrist by a small terrier. There was 
@ scar about an inch long on the wrist, 
howing that the dog had not merely snapped 

it but had fastened its teeth in it and torn 
hefiesh. Oorriveau had the wound dressed, 

led the terrier on general principles—not

d in one of the ordinary wards and attended 
by Dr. Peston. 

BORE HIMSELF LIKE A HERO. 

Genuine hydrophobia is as terrible and as 
dread a disease as it is rare. Corriveau was be- 
yond cure and the knowledge ofthis was not 
withheld from him. He wasa hero; his cool- 
ness and his courage in suffering that gradu- 
ally became torture were remarkable. He told 
Dr. Paton he had suffered a great deal while 
on the way to New Tork and that he had not 
Deen able to eat or drink anything since nvon 
Sunday. The doctor explained to him that he 
would need to be put under some restrai nt. 

Lam perfeectiy willing to have anything 
‘done to me that you think advisable,’’ said 
Oorriveau. / 

An attepdant was placed by the bed side to 
De in readiness when Corriveau should de- 
come violent. Corrlveau's temperature at 
this time was 10842. His wrist was not pain- 

‘ful when it was pressed, but he had the sen- 
sation of constant pain without pressure. By 
and by be said he was very thirsty and asked 
tor drink. Dr.Paton gave him a giass of water. 
**I think,’’ said the doctor last night, in talk- 
ing of it, it a man had had any doubt about 
the diagnosis, that would have settled it. He 
tried to drink, but he could not swallowa 
Groep. Ui thirst was intense, and it was 
pitiful to see the poor fellow try to swallow.’’ 

When he found that he could get no relief

him. To judge by this case, hydrephobia, ‘‘a 
Gread of water, is misnamed. Corriveau 
showed no fear of water, but spasmodic con- 
traction of the muscles of his throat made it 
Impossible for him to drink, After the vain 
attempt to live him water, it was decided to 
lot bim rest, and make no effort to have him 
at or drink. Drugs were administered, and 
there was no marked change in his 
condition until about 9 o’clock, when 
he became delirious and got the delusion that 
he was being bothered by files.

EXTRAORDINARY INCREASE IN THE SHIP- 
’ PING TRADE OF sr. LOUIS. 


> 


Comparative Tables Showing the Increase in 
Cern, Wheat and Staple Commodities 
During the Last Feur Years—How the 
First Five Menths ef 1890 Show in the 
Com parisos—Figures That Talk. 


The important lines of trade that are 
bandied upon the St. Louis Merchants“ Ex- 
change in not one instance have for years 
shown any material or permanent signs of 
decrease, Onthe contrary, a most gratifying 
increase is most generally seen by looking 
back at past years and comparing them with 
the present. time and with the twelve months 
ending December 81, last. These figures, as 
obtained from the last annual review of Sec- 
retary George H. Morgan of the Merchants’ 
Exchange (the tables given below are taken 
from this review), show that during 1889 the 
amount of grain received, including fiour 


reduced to wheat, was 68,466,596 bu, against 
51,195,121 bu in 1888. The exports of grain to 
Europe from this city via the Mississippi 
to New Orleans were, with the exception of 
the year 1880, the largest since the luaugura- 
tion of the export trade, and the shipments of 
corn were by far the largest ever made. The 
amount sent away for export during the past 
yoar wes 1,672,361 bu wheat and 13,315,952 bu 
corn. St. Louts mills manufactured 2,066,442 
bbis flour in 1889, which was about 50,000 bbis 
in excess of the preceding year. Add- 
ing . to this the flour manufact- 
ured at adjacent country points in 
mills owned or controlied by St. Louis capital 
brought the total up to 8,181,591 barrels, which 
exceeded 1888 by over 185,000 barrela. The 
total amount bandled by our millers and dos!- 
ers was 4,249,261 barrels. The provision trade 
wae largely in excess of any previous year, 
the total shipments of hog product reaching 
314,810,593 pounds, where they were 246,238, 457 
pounds in 1888 and 220,613,987 pounds in 1887. 
Cotton receipts were 544,189 bales, against 
521,156 bales in 1888. Receipts of wool were 
21,018,920 pounds in 1889, where they were 
19,626,629 pounds in 1888. 

The following table shows the comparative 
business in leading articies during the years 
1887-8 and 1889 and the five months already 
expired in 1890. The figures are very in- 
structive and will prove interesting reading 
at some of the centers which St. Louis is 
pressing so hard. Thus the receipts of corn 
for the first five months of this year were 
$1,088,656 bushels, nearly as much as 
for the whole of 1859 and nearly double 
the totdl for the whole of 1887. In butter 
again the receipts forthe five months of 1890 
have been 5,189,096 pounds, against 9,234,045 
for the whole of 1887. A careful stady of the 
figures shows thatthe increase has beén gen- 
eral, and not confined to any particular arti- 
cle. In some instances the busy period of the 
yoar has not been reached, but If the increase 
for the period expired is maintained through- 
out the year 1890 will bea banner year in the 
trade histery of St. Louis. The figures are as 
follows:

FINAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE NINTH 
NATIONAL CONVENTION BEING MADE. 


' OH 


Nearly Ten Thousand Delegates Expected— 

The First Session to Be Held on Thursday 

. —A Provisienal Pregramme Arranged. 

for Each Day— The First Arrivals Looked 
for Te-Morrow Eveuing. 


On Thursday afternoon inthe Grand Music 
Hall at the Exposition Bullding the National 
Convention of Christian. Endeavor Societies 
will hold its first session. Between eight and 
ten thousand delegates are expected, and 
every section of the United States will be 
well represented. The Eastern delegations 
will, of course, be the largest because of 
the better transportation rates and because 
the societies had their origin in the East. 

The delegates will begin arriving on 
Wednesday evening, and from that time on 
until Thursday evening a pretty steady flow of 
Ohbristian workers can be looked for. 
The convention will last through Sunday 
night and Monday the delegates will return 


home. 

This evening there will be a special meeting 
of the St. Louis societies at the North Presby- 
terlan Church, on Eleventh and Chambers 
streets, for the completion of the arrange- 
There will be special committee 
meetings after the regular meeting, and the 
members of each will get their final instrac- 
tions and badges. 

The Reception Committee numbers over 
four hundred members and will have a quan- 
tity of work on its hands, as it will be neces- 
sary to escort every delegation as it comes in 
to thé hotel whore rooms have been engaged 
for it. 

Several very large delegations willcome in 
from the East on special trains. 

THE PROGRAMME. 

The programme arranged for the conven- 
tion, subjectto alteration, is briefly as fol- 
lows: 

First day, Thursday—Organization and ad- 
dresses of welcome by Gov.
